commander and is training and 
instructing the Torrance 
troops.

Customs Differ
Military men are pretty 

much the same all over the 
world, the 27-year-old lieuten­ 
ant believes. However, the dril­ 
ling and saluting customs are 
different from those in Aus­ 
tralia.

"In most things, there are 
small differences," he re 
ported. When I first tried t 
drill American troops, how 
ever, the only thing I coulc 
get them to do is halt."
